Terrible Disaster at Belle Ellen, 


Alabama* 


Birmingham, Sept. 21. — About two 


hours after the men went to work In 
mine No. 8 of the Bessemer Land and 
improvement company at Belle Ellen, 
near Blocton, Bibb county, yesterday, 
flre was discovered far down in the 
main slope. About a hundred men are 
employed in the mine, and an alarm 
•was at once given. A panic followed 
among the workers and in the little 
town of Belle Ellen. Hundreds of men. 
women and children gathered at the 
main entrance of the smoking mine, 
while rescue parties were formed to 
relieve the miners. More than 60 were 
gotten out from the various entrances 
without harm. Others were overcome 
by smoke and fell in the tunnels* These 
the searchers found and dragged out. 
A scene of wildest excitement prevail- 
ed at the mine's mouth. Women and 
children were screaming and shouting 
for help and a fire brigade was at work 
endeavoring to overcome the flames. 
Five men who were working about the 
slope beyond where the fire originated 
could not be reached, and it is re- 
garded as certain that they are dead. 
The missing are Herman Kramer and 
Hubbard Poley, white, and Henry 
Reeves, Frank James and William 
Fairfax, colored. 


It is possible that two or three others 


may be in the mine, but these five are 
known to be lost. There was no pos- 
sibility of their escaping, and the fire 
brigade battled with the flames all day 
in a vain attempt to reach the entomb- 
ed men, but at nightfall the fire was 
still burning fiercely and efforts were 
abandoned and the men were given up 
for dead. The fire is thought to have 
originated from an overhead steampipe, 
which ignited gas in the mine. A care- 
ful check is being made of the list of 
miners in the mine where the fire broke 
out, to ascertain, if possible, if the 
death list will exceed five. So far it is 
not ^positively known that any others 
are missing.

CAUGHT IN A M M FIRE. 


Terrible Disaster at Belle Ellen, 
Alabamai 


Birmingham, Sept. 21. — About two 
hours after the men w ent to work in 
mine No. 3 of the Bessem er L and and 
Improvem ent com pany at Belle Ellen, 
near Blocton, Bibb county, yesterday, 
flre was discovered fa r down in the 
main slope. About a hundred men are 
employed in the mine, and an alarm 
was at once given. A panic followed 
am ong the w orkers and in the little 
town of Belle Ellen. H undreds of men, 
women and children gathered a t the 
main entrance of the smoking mine, 
while rescue parties were formed to 
relieve the miners. More th an 50 were 
gotten out from the various entrances 
without harm. 
Others were overcome 
by smoke and fell In the tunnels* These 
the searchers found and dragged out. 
A scene of wildest excitement prevail­ 
ed at the m ine’s mouth. W omen and 
children were scream ing and shouting 
for help and a fire brigade was at work 
endeavoring to overcome the flames. 
Five men who were working about the 
slope beyond where the flre originated 
could not be reached, and it is re­ 
garded as certain th a t they are dead. 
The missing are H erm an K ram er and 
Hubbard 
Foley, 
white, 
and 
H enry 
Reeves, F ra n k 
Jam es and 
William 
Fairfax, colored. 


I t is possible th a t two or three others 
m ay be in the mine, b u t these five are 
known to be lost. There was no pos­ 
sibility of their escaping, und the fire 
brigade battled with the flames all day 
in a vain attem pt to reach the entom b­ 
ed men, but a t nightfall the flre was 
still burning fiercely and efforts were 
abandoned and the men were given up 
for dead. The fire is thought to have 
originated from an overhead steamplpe, 
which Ignited gas in the mine. A care­ 
ful check is being made of the list of 
miners in the mine where the flre broke 
out, to ascertain, if 
possible, if the 
death list will exceed five. So far it Is 
not positively known that any others 
are missing.

F ears are entertained for the safety of 
the schooners R. W. Dasey, W. H. Skin­ 
ner and J. H. Cannon, which left on 
Monday with cargoes of lumber. 


The center of the storm on the east 
coast appears to have passed 
over 
Titusville and Cocoa, about 160 miles 
south of this city. At the form er place 
15 Inches of rain fell, and w ashouts are 
reported on the railroads. A t the latter 
place several buildings were demolish­ 
ed and several fishermen probably lost 
their lives. 


At Ferdlnandina great fears are en­ 
tertained of serious dam age to the 
entire w ater front.

His constitution is framed on the 
theory that every Boer capable of 
"bearing arms has a right to be heard 
in the national assembly, and if his | 
view does not prevail it is in his tra­ 
dition to secede and establish a gov­ 
ernment for himself, even in defiance 
of a popular majority. 
The history of 
the Boers is one-tliird war against 
England, one-third war with negroes 
and one-third civil war. 
So natural is 
it that the Boer should take up arms 
against his own government that in 
past years the penalty for technical 
treason has been about the same as 
that for stealing a horse, 
or being 
drunk or disorderly overnight. 
The 
Boer by no means surrenders any of 
his own personal rights when he elects 
his representative in the Yolksraad, or 
his president. 
The parliament is re­ 
garded simply as a people’s commit­ 
tee and the president as its moderator 
or spokesman. The people expecttheir 
president to visit them with the regu­ 
larity of a family physician or a min­ 
ister of the gospel, and they exercise 
the right to catechise 
him as to 
what he has done, and to ventilate, 
each in turn, whatever grievances he 
may entertain. -Poultney Bigelow in

INTERESTING NEWS FOR THE VAST 


ARMY OF ANGLERS. 


Klght Hundred Million Kggn Hint HK Many 


J-'i'.V. Together With a Hundred Million 
J,ob*t<M-n, l>i»<rll>ut<-d in Kivei-K, Lakf*. 
and t'oapt WHtera I,nst War. 
The United States tish commission 


has been exceedingly active during the 
past season", ami the work which has 
been done is something enormous. 
The commission operates in twenty- 
live states, located principally on the 
Pacific and Atlantic coasts, with a 
number of stations on the Great Lakes 
and four in the interior, these last 
being in 
the states of Colorado, 


Montana, Illinois and Texas. 
The 


output during the past year has been 
800,000,000 eggs, which have been 
distributed in the rivers, lakes, ami at 
places on the coast. 


.Over 100,000.000 cod fry, hatched 


at Gloucester and Wood's Hall, have 
been planted at tisheries on the New 
England coast, and 200,000 shad col- 
lected in the Potomac, Snsquehauna, 
and Delaware rivers, were distributed 
along the Atlantic coast from Massa- 
chusetts to Florida. 
One hundred 


million lobsters have been taken in 
Maine and Connecticut,aiul are being 
liberated by several vessels which are 
engaged in that work. 


Prom the hatcheries on the Great 


Lakes 125,000.000 whitelish fry and 
150,000,000 lake trout fry have "been 
planted. 
The 
hatcheries at San 


Marcus, Texas; Quinoy, III.: Lead- 
ville, Colo.: Neosho, Mo., and Man- 
chester, Iowa, have collected ami dis- 
tributed 3,000,000 trout and 100.000 
bass. 


The extent of the fisheries' will be 


largely increased this year, anil new 
stations are contemplated in Oregon, 
Washington and California. In "the 
fall the work of planting salmon on 
the Pacific coast will be resumed. 
Last year an aggregate of 47,000.000 
salmon were planted there. 
The 


salmon industry on the Pacific coast 
has reached a vast extent, but it is not 
yet as extensive as on the Atlantic. 
Over 99 per cent, of the work of the 
commission is devoted to commercial 
fish such as salmon, cod, wliitefish, 
lake trout, shad, pollock, mackerel, 
sea bass, salmon trout and lobsters. 


The United States fish commission 


vessel Albatross, which has been en- 
gaged in patroling the Bering sea ami 
the investigation of the seal rookeries 
for the past few years, will this year 
be returned to the commission to re- 
sume regular fish commission wort. 
After being equipped the vessel will 
be sent to southeastern Alaska to in- 
vestigate the conditions of the salmon 
streams'and to make a systematic sur- 
vey of them. 


It is feared that iinless some action 


is taken to restrict the taking of 
salmon from these waters that the 
suPply "will soon become exhausted, as 
vast qxiantities are being taken bv the 
fishermen. 
One object which the ex- 


pedition has in view is to study these 
conditions and eventually make re- 
commendations to Congress as to the 
best way to bring these restrictive 
plans about. 


The extent of the seal industry may 


be imagined from the fact that the pro- 
ceeds of the Alaska catch alone aggre- 
gate every three years the amount 
paid the Russian government for the 
territory. 
It is said that Alaska has 


paid for herself many times over from 
the proceeds of the seal fisheries.— 
Washington Silver Knight. 


TELEGRAPHY BY BIRDS. 


Now Do tlut Work of an Ocean 


fablr. 


Nature sometimes provides a means 


of doing simply what science accom- 
plishes with great labor. 


Iu the absence of a cable pigeons 


keep up a regular and rapid system of 
communication between California and 
some of the islands lying off the coast. 


The island of Santa Catalina is 


thirty miles from San Pedro, the near- 
est city on the mainland, and fifty miles 
from Los Angeles, the chief city of the 
region. 
There is no cable to the isl- 


and, but a great number of carrier 
pigeons is kept at Santa Catalina, at 
San Pedro, and at Los Angeles) by 
means of which messages can be sent 
in either direction with great rapidity. 


A message can be sent from Santa 


Catalina to Los Angeles, fifty miles 
over mountains, valleys, towns and a 
great expanse of ocean, in about one 
hour and a quarter. 
A steamer runs 


daily to the island, and by mail it 
would take two days to send a letter 
and receive an answer. 
The birds 


can do it in two hours and a half. 
They not only take private messages, 
but carry a daily budget of ne\vs from 
the island to a Los Angeles news- 
paper. 


The letter is written on very light 


fissile paper, and wired to an alnmium 
band, which is clasped about the bird's 
leg. 


Generally two or three birds are 


sent as companions to cheer, encourage 
and guide the messenger. 
When, the 


birds are released they sweep upward 
in large circles to a great height, as if 
to view the country. Even if there is a 
heavy fog they find their way straight 
to their destination, and therein show 
themselves superior to a steamship. 


Occasionally a bird falls victim to a 


hawk or to a bogus sportsman's gun. 
Iii this case the arrival of several 
birds without a message gives warning 
of an accident. 


When the bird reaches home he flies 


directly to a loft having a little closed 
door of wire hanging from the top. 
The bird presses the door, which 
opens ami at the same time rings au 
electric hell. The message is then re- 
moved ami the pigeon proceeds to his 
perch for a long and much, needed 
rest.

Crude camphor is made by steaming 


the thin chips of the wood in a wooden 
eask set over an iron pot, the cainphoi 
in a gaseous state being conveyed 
through a bamboo pipe to a set of two 
rectangular wooden receptacles placed 
ane within the other. In these the 
stream is condensed and th<? eamphoi 
solidified. Tlie chaps are steamed foi 
twenty-four hours and then replaced 
by fresh chips, this process continuing 
for from ten to fifteen days. When 
the 
receptacles 
become thoroughly 


rooted the solid camphor deposited in 
the lower compartments of the uppei 
receptacle is scraiwd off acd put into 
a. dripping tub, -whore it is left forthre* 
iays to separate water and oi]s from tut 
?rude camphor. According to Informa- 
tion gathered by the National Associa- 
tion of American Manufacturers, the 
cultivation of camphor tree? is con- 
sidered very profitable in 
New York Times. 


Twenty-five years ago scientists pre- 


dicted that abundant coal fields would 
be found on both sides of the British 
channel, and the predictions have been 
fulfilled. 
Besides the great Kentish 


fields discovered several years ago and 
yielding bountifully -ever since im- 
mense tracts of coal have been recently 
found between Calais and Cape Gris- 
nez. The French discoveries were the 
result of those in England, geologists 
being sure that the same belt of coal 
extended under the water from oac> 
country to the other. This last discov- 
ery is of the greatest imparuuice to in- 
dustrial France.

Loaf-Cutting Bees. 


"Some Common Bees and How 


They Live," by 
A. Hyatt Verrill, 


is an article that appears in St. Nicho- 
las. Mr. Yerrill says: 


Perhaps some of our readers may 


have noticed oil their rosebushes a 
number of leaves in which neat round 
or oblong holes were cut. This is the 
work of the leaf-cutting bee, apretty lit- 
tle insect looking much like the common 
honey-bee, but with stout orange red 
legs and metallic-green 
^reflections 


about the head. 
Although the muti- 


lated leaves are all too common, the 
nest for which they are sacrificed is 
seldom seen; for this little bee is a 
carpenter as well as a leaf-cutter, and 
hides her home away deep in the heart 
of some old post or board. 
The hole 


is much like that of her busy relative, 
the carpenter bee, but smaller, and 
instead of forming a tunnel at right 
angles to the entrance, penetrates 
right into the wood. 


When the hole is drilled to her satis- 


faction, our little friend stops carpen- 
ter work, and, flying to the nearest 
rosebush, 
selects a tender, perfect 


leaf. 
From this she cuts oblong 


pieces, which are carried to the nest 
aud formed into a thimble-shaped 
tube at its bottom. 
This tub is next 


filled with pollen and honey, on which 
a tiny egg is placed. 
Another trip is 


taken to the rosebush, and this" time 
perfectly circular pieces a trifle' larger 
than the diameter of the tube are cut. 
These the little worker forces into the 
ipper end of the tube, forming a 
tightly fitting stopper. 
These opera- 


tions are repeated until the hole is , 
filled with tubes, one above another, j 
The lowest egg hatches first, and each j 
young bee waits for the one beyond 
to go forth, in the same manner as the 
young of the carpenter bee.

There are lots of good rail in the old 
tracks, not heavy enough for the new 
motive power, which will be taken up 
and laid on divisions where traffic is 
not as great as it is on the main line. 
About ten thousand tons of new steel 
will be laid on the lines west of th^ 
Ohio river this fall, if weather permits!

The United States fish commission 
has been exceedingly active during the 
past season, and the work which has 
been dono is something enormous. 
The commission operates in twenty- 
five states, located principally on the 
Pnciiie and Atlantic coasts, with a 
number of stations on the Great Lakes 
and four in the interior, these last 
being in 
the states of Colorado, 
Montana, Illinois and Texas. 
The 
output during the past year has been 
800.000.000 eggs, which have been 
distributed in the rivers, lakes, and at 
places on the coast. 


Over 100,000,000 cod frv, hatched 
at Gloucester and Wood's Hall, have 
been planted at lisheries on the New 
England coast, and 200,000 shad col­ 
lected in the Potomac, Susquehanna, 
and Delaware rivers, were distributed 
along the Atlantic coast from Massa­ 
chusetts to Florida. 
One hundred 
million lobsters have been taken in 
Maine and Connecticut,and are being 
liberated by several vessels which are 
engaged in that work. 


Prom the hatcheries on the Great 
Lakes 125,000.000 whitelish fry and 
150.000.000 lake trout fry have been 
planted. 
The 
hatcheries at San 
Marcus, Texas; Quincy, Ill.;Lead- 
ville, Colo.; Neosho, Mo., and Man­ 
chester, Iowa, have collected and dis­ 
tributed 3,000,000 trout and 100,000 
bass. 


The extent of‘the fisheries will be 
largely increased this year, and new 
stations are contemplated in Oregon, 
Washington and California. 
In the 
fall the work of jdanting salmon on 
tho Pacific coast will be resumed. 
Last year an aggregate of *17,000.000 
salmon were planted there. 
The 
salmon industry on the Pacific coast 
has reached a vast extent, but it is not 
yet as extensive as on 
the Atlantic. 
Over 09 per cent, of the work of the 
commission is devoted to commercial 
fish sncli as salmon, cod, whitelish, 
lake trout, shad, pollock, mackerel, 
sea bass, salmon trout and lobsters. 


The United States fish commission 
vessel Albatross, which has been en­ 
gaged in patroling the Bering sea and 
the investigation of the seal rookeries 
for the past few years, will this year 
be returned to the commission to re­ 
sume regular fish commission work. 
After being equipped tho vessel will 
be sent to southeastern Alaska to in­ 
vestigate the conditions of tho salmon 
streams and to make a Systematic sur­ 
vey of them. 


It is feared that unless some action 
is taken to restrict the taking of 
salmon from these waters that the 
supply will soon become exhausted,as 
vast quantities are being taken by tho 
fishermen. 
One object which the ex­ 
pedition has in view is to study these 
conditions and eventually make re­ 
commendations to Congress as to the 
best way to bring these restrictive 
plans about. 


The extent of the seal industry may 
be imagined from the fact that the pro­ 
ceeds of the Alaska catch alone aggre­ 
gate every three years the amount 
paid the Pus si an government for the 
territory. 
It is said that Alaska has 
paid for herself many times over from 
the proceeds of the seal fisheries.— 
Washington Silver Knight. 


TELEGRAPHY BY BIRDS. 


rippons Now l>o tlio Work of an Ocean 


Cable. 


Nature sometimes provides a means 
of doing simply what science accom­ 
plishes with great labor. 


In tho absenoo of a cable pigeons 
keep up a regular and rapid system of 
communication between California and 
some of the islands lying off the coast, 
Tho island of Santa Catalina is 
thirty miles from Sau Pedro, the near­ 
est city on the mainland, and fifty miles 
from Los Angeles,the chief city of the 
region. 
There is no cable to the isl­ 
and, but a great number of carrier 
pigeons is kept at Santa Catalina, at 
San Pedro, and at Los Angeles, by 
means of which messages can be sent 
in either direction with great rapidity. 


A message can bo sent from Santa 
Catalina to Los Angeles, fifty miles 
over mountains, valleys, towns and a 
great expanse of ocean, in about one 
hour and a quarter. 
A steamer runs 
daily to the island, and by mail it 
would take two days to send a letter 
and receive an answer. 
Tho birds 
can do it in two hours and a half. 
They not only take private messages, 
but carry a daily budget of nows from 
the island to a Los Angeles news­ 
paper. 


The letter is written on very light 
tissue paper, and wired to an alumium 
band,which is clasped about tho bird1» 
leg. 


Generally two or three birds aro 
sent as companions to cheer, encourage 
and guide tho messenger. 
When tho 
birds are released they sweep upward 
in large circles to a great height, as if 
to view the countrv. Even if there is a 
heavy fop: they find their w*ay straight 
to their destination, and therein show 
themselves superior to a steamship. 


Occasionally a bird falls victim to a 
hawk or to a bogus sportsman’s gun. 
In this case tho arrival of several 
birds without a message gives warning 
of an accident. 


When the bird reaches home he flies 
directly to a loft having a little closed 
door of wire hanging from the top. 
The bird presses the door, which

In these th<j 
stream is condensed and the camplioi 
solidified. The chips are steamed foot 
twenty-four hours and th<*n replaced 
by fresh chips, this process continuing 
Tor from ten to fifteen days.

the lower compartments of the uppei 
receptacle is scraped off aoid put Into

According to informa» 
lion gathered by the National Associa­ 
tion of American Manufacturers, the 
cultivation of camphor trees is con­ 
sidered very profitable in Japan.-*

Lonf-Cuttiug Bees. 


“Some Common Bees and How 
They Live,” by 
A. Hyatt Verrill, 
is an article that appears in St. Nicho­ 
las. 
Mr. Yerrill says: 


Perhaps some of our readers may 
have noticed 011 their rosebushes a 
number of- leaves in w hich neat round 
or oblong holes were cut. 
This is tho 
work of the leaf-cutting bee, 11 pretty lit- 
tle insect looking much like the common 
honey-bee, but with stout orange red 
legs and metallic-green ¿reflections 
about the head. 
Although the muti­ 
lated leaves are all too common, the 
nest for which they are sacrificed is 
seldom seen; for this little bee is a 
carpenter as well as a leaf-cutter, and 
hides her home away deep in the heart 
of some old post or board. 
The hole 
is much like that of her busy relative, 
the carpenter bee, but smaller, and 
instead of forming a tunnel at right 
angles to tho entrance, penetrates 
right into the wood. 


When the hole is drilled to her satis­ 
faction, our little friend stops carpen­ 
ter work, and, flying to the nearest 
rosebush, 
selects a tender, perfect 
leaf. 
From this she cuts oblong 
pieces, which are carried to the nest 
and formed into a thimble-shaped 
tube at its bottom. 
This tub is next 
filled with pollen and honey, on which 
a tiny egg is placed. 
Another trip is 
taken to the rosebush, and this" time 
perfectly circular pieces a trifle larger 
than the diameter of the tube are cut. 
These the little worker forces into the 
ipper end of the tube, forming a 
tightly fitting stopper. 
These opera­ 
tions are repeated until the hole is 
filled with tubes, one above another. 
The lowest egg hatches first, and each 
young bee ^ aits for tho one beyond 
to go forth, in the same manner as the 
young of tho carpenter bee.

The introduction of the system of Pos- 


tal Savings' Banks, which we are prom- 
ised, will deserve a grateful welcome. 
Such banks have been an institution in 
the British Isles for more than a quarter 
of a century, and have greatly contributed 
to the growth of habits and thrift and so- 
briety on the part of the working classes. 
What they have done in this way in Eng- 
land is simply amazing. One out of ev- 
ery seven persons in that country is now 
a depositor in a postal savings' bank. 
There are now eleven thousand local 
banks in Great Britian, with a capital, 
according to last year's returns, of near- 
ly four hundred million dollars. Previous 
to their establishment there was scarcely 
a week that did not bring tidings of the 
failure of some private bank, the flight of 
the treasurer, the ruin of thousands of 
poor people, and the suicide, very often, 
of some of the victims. As far back as 
1878 it was recommended that similar 
banks be established here, but though 
we are a go-ahead people we cannot just- 
ly boast of a break-neck progress in mat- 
ters which subserve the general interest 
as contradistinguished from those con- 
nected with private aggrandizement and 
convenience. 


It is predicted that paper is the com- 


iug material for matches. The prospect 
of the wooden match industry being ap- 
preciably affected by a new process for 
manufacturing matches of paper is held 
to be extremely probable, particularly as 
the best wood for this purpose is con- 
stantly growing scarcer and more costly. 
The new matches are considerably cheap- 
er than the wooden product and weigh 
much less, which counts for much in ex- 
portation.

The lino is 100 fathoms or 
more in length, and is divided into 
certain spaces called knots. 
The reel 
is made to turn very freely, so that it 
will offer no resistance when the log 
chip is thrown overboard. 
The sand­ 
glass contains just enough grains to 
pass from one bulb to the other in half 
a minute is of an hour. Therefore the 
knots are placed fifty-one feet apart. 
What is called heaving the log is thus 
performed; One man holds the reel, an­ 
other the half-minute glass; the oilicer 
throws the log-chip over the stern, 
and wraits a moment, until enough 
line has run out to carry the chip out 
of the eddy of the ship’s wake, then 
calls, “ T urn.” 
The man holding the 
glass reverses it, and watches until the 
sand has run through, when he cries, 
“ Stop!” 
The 
ofiicer immediately 
stops the line and notes the number 
of knots run off, which number repre­ 
sents the rate of speed per hour.—

IN THE GUMBO OF MONTANA. 


Pt iliarly enough, at the recent ses- 


sion of the state board of pardons of 
Minnesota, when the application of 
the notorious Younger brothers was 
up for consideration, the name of the 
man who played the most active part 
in defeating the raid of the James boys 
and their companions on the town of 
Northtield was not mentioned and no 
statement of his connection with the 
affair was presented to the board. 
He 


did not desire publicity or notoriety in 
connection with the matter and was 
not called upon for his version of the 
now famous raid which resulted so 
disastrously for the Younger gang. 
But after the matter had been decided 
and the request for pardon refused, 
he gave his version of the robbery and 
accompanied it withvieirs of the occa- 
sion and of the men who took part 
in it. 


Dr. H. M. Wheeler, M. D.. a prac- 


ticing physicaii of Grand Forks, is the 
man to •whom the most credit is due 
for rendering the attempt at robbery 
unsuccessful. 
He it was who killed 


the man Miller and who wotmded both 
Bob and Jim Younger. 
His shooting 


was from the -window of the Dampier 
hotel, just across the street from the 
bank and owned by the father of Dr. 
Dampier, now of (Jrookstou, IMiim. 


Dr. Dampier was then a medical 


student with young Wheeler at Ann 
Arbor, Mich. Both of the young men 
were at horn eon a vacation. Wheeler's 
father ownetl a drug store diagonally 
across the street from the bank where 
the attempt at robbery \\ as made, and 
the son, on the day of the raid, sat be- 
neath the awuiug reading. 


The raid took place at about 2 


o'clock in the 
afternoon, at which 


time the attention of the young man 
was directed toward the peculiar ac- 
tions of three horsemen who had rid- 
den up the street, dismounted near 
the bank and started to enter. 
Not 


long after three other horsemen ap- 
proached. and as a hardware mer- 
chant of the town attempted to enter 
the bank one of them seized him and 
with loud oaths ordered him not to 
enter. 


It flashed across the mind of young 


Wheeler that au attempt was being 
made to rob the bank. 
He gave an 


alarm, at the same time stepping out 
from the sidewalk into the street. K"o 
sooner had he raised his voice than 
three revolvers were directed at him 
from the men near the bank and three 
shots whistled over his head. He was 
ordered to get inside and he started 


I for the Dampier hotel, where he had 
' a gun — one of the old, single-shot 


rifles, carrying an ounce ball. Hastily 
entering the hotel Wheeler told Dam- 
pier of what -was taking place without 
and asked for the gun, which was 
given him.

The heavy ball crashed 
through his body and he fell from his 
horse, dying almost instantly.

Yoijnger in the elbow.

other robbers Laving been killed b> 
other weapons.

The soil is thick clay, of the order 
known iu some localities as gumbo., 
and when a little water comes in con- 
tact with it H substance not unlike 
glue is the result. The wheels soon 
became su weighted with the 
stuff 


that travel in the wagon was impossi- 
ble, and it was resolved to take 
chances afoot. 
There is a peculiarity 


about gumbo and it sticks like fly 
paper to everything that one doesn't 
want it to remain attached to, and it 
somehow von't stick to the ground 
long enough to step out of it. 
The 


members of the party first tried tip- 
toeing along. 
Gradually the sticky 


substance accumulated under the balls 
of their feet until they were lifted far 
from the surface of the ground, and 
still it accumulated more and more. 
Gumbo is not as light as some other 
substances, either. 
Each foot that a 


pedestrian raises from the ground adds 
several pounds to his burden of \voe. 
There is a limit to a man's carrying 
capacity. 
When he has acquired a 


tilt on each foot that weighs I2o 
pounds or so he feels like stopping to 
rest or rid himself of the burden, or 
both. 


Mr. Parcheii was the first, it is said, 


to try to kick himself loose from his 
appendage of mud. Poising himself 
on one hea\ily laden foot he kicked 
out with the other with all his might, 
But one can't kick gumbo from his 
shoes. 
The stuff has been known to 


resist the efforts of the pick.

Parchen had not calculated on that. 
When he kicked the momentum of 
the heavy weight carried him forward 
on that foot, and to save himself and 
recover his balance he was forced to 
thurst his other foot forward w ith con- 
siderable vehemence. 
That foot, too, 


was heavily laden with the same sort 
of mud, and the momentum of it had 
a similar effect. 
As each foot became 


heavier by the accumulated weight of 
gumbo each other foot became heavier, 
too. so that the increasing brake upon 
the pedestrian's speed was compen- 
sated for by the increasing momentum 
furnished.

lofty mountain. The feeling of the 
presence of human spirits about you 
cannot be shaken, oft', and the weird 
song of terror as of human voices can- 
not be hushed or translated into their 
sounds by even a strong inind.

dark night a sensitive and supersti- 
tious mind could not endure with 
comfort the hideous forebodings of 
the scene. 


Now,

chord should sing from one of the 
heights it will be found that the moun- 
tain will catch up the song and'take 
it from cliff to cliff, carrying it oflf into 
the distance in one direction \ancl 
bringing it back in another, until a 
perfect round is obtained. 
Then, if

ing" song, the mountains will go on 
singing it for quite a long time. 
The 


same song is being repeated in all di- 
rections, the first part making a com- 
plete circle and being followed by the 
middle and the last part, which come 
around later.

1550 years—since the time of the 
Three Kingdoms—was 
accidentally 


brought to light last May in the 
•»<ushan district, in Northwest Hupeh, 
duriag a heavy downpour of rain, says 
a Shanghai contemporary. 
On the 


4th of May a considerable tract of 
land washed off from a hill, and the 
landslip exposed the hidden treasure.

FAMOUS RAID BY MISSOURI BANDITS 
INTO MINNESOTA RECALLED. 


Story of Iho 
Slmlotil« Now a N orth 


"Dakota Doctor, IVho Killot! Civil M iller 
hihI 'Wounded Two of the Younger« - Ills 
D e te r m in e d F ig h t. 
P t Miliavly enough, at the repent ses­ 
sion of the state board of pardons of 
Minnesota, vlien the application of 
the notorious Younger brothers was 
up for consideration, the name of the 
man who played the most active part 
in defeating the raid of the James bovs 
and their companions on the town of 
Northiield was not mentioned and no 
statement of his connection with the 
affair was presented to the board. 
He 
did not desire publicity or notoriety in 
connection with the matter and was 
not called upon for his version of the 
now famous raid which resulted so 
disastrously for the Younger gang. 
But after the matter had been decided 
and the request for pardon refused, 
he gave his version of the robbery and 
accompanied it with views of the occa­ 
sion and of the men who took part 
in it. 


Dr. H. M. Wheeler, ^\J\ D.. a prac­ 
ticing phvsiean of Grand Forks, is the 
man to whom the most credit is due 
for rendering the attempt at robbery 
unsuccessful. 
He it was who killed 
the man Miller and who wounded both 
Bob and Jim Younger. 
His shooting 
was from the window of the Dampier 
hotel, just across the street from the 
bank and owned by the father of Dr* 
Dampier, now of (Jrookston, Minn. 


Dr. Dampier was then a medical 
student with young Wheeler at Ann 
Arbor, Mich. 
Both of the youngmeu 
were at home on a vacation. Wheeler’s 
father owned a drug store diagonally 
across the street from the bauk where 
the attempt at robbery was made, and 
the son, on the day of the raid, sat be­ 
neath the awning reading. 


The raid 
took place at about 2 
o’clock in the afternoon, at which 
time the attention of the young man 
was directed toward the peculiar ac­ 
tions of three horsemen who had rid­ 
den up the street, dismounted near 
the bank and started to enter.

Landslide Exposes Goins* 


A large find of old coins, which 
have lain hidden underground for over 
1550 years—since the time of the 
Three Kingdoms—was 
accidentally 
brought to light 
last May in the 
\ishan district, in Northwest Hupeh, 
during a heavy downpour of rain, says 
a Shanghai contemporary. 
On the 
4th of May a considerable tract of 
land washed off from a hill, and the 
landslip exposed the hidden treasure. 
The villagers in the neighborhood I 
flocked to the spot to help themselves 
to it, and the news of the strange dis­ 
covery was at once telegraphed to His 
Excellency 
Chang 
Chintung, 
who 
ordered the local officials to gather the 
coins with all dispatch. 


It is said that the quantity gathered 
represents 
as many 
as 
7,000,000 
strings, and the coins are unusaally 
large, resembling in size those of the 
Hsienfung resign (about forty-five 
years ago) of the present dynasty. 
The Viceroy is sending 300 strings to 
Peking under charge of a Taotai for 
the perusal of the Emperor.

coins bear on one side the characters 
of the reign of the monarch and on 
the other (Szechuen) the seat of the 
Government that issued them.

CAUGHT \ U m FIRE. 


Terrible Disaster at Belle Ellen, 


Alabama. 


Birmingham, Sept. 21. —About two 
hours after the men went to work in 
mine No. 3 of the Bessemer Land and 
Improvement company at Belle Ellen, 
near Blocton» Bibb county, yesterday, 
flre was discovered far down in the 
main slope. About a hundred men are 
employed In the mine, and an alarm 
was at once given. A panic followed 
among the workers and In the little 
town of Belle Ellen. Hundreds of men, 
women and children gathered at the 
main entrance of the smoking mine, 
while rescue parties were formed to 
relieve the miners. More than 50 were 
gotten out from the various entrances 
without harm. 
Others were overcome 
by smoke and fell in the tunnels. These 
the searchers found and dragged out. 
A scene of wildest excitement prevail- 
ed at the mine's mouth. Women and 
children were screaming and shouting 
for help and a fire brigade was at work 
endeavoring to overcome the fiâmes. 
Five men who were working about the 
slope beyond where the fire originated 
could not be reached, and it is re- 
garded as certain that they are dead. 
The missing are Herman Kramer and 
Hubbard 
Foley, 
white, 
and Henry 
Reeves, Frank 
James and 
William 
Fairfax, colored. 


It is possible that two or three others 
may be in the mine, but these five are 
known to be lost. There was no pos- 
sibility of their escaping, and the fire 
brigade battled with the flames all day 
In a vain attempt to reach the entomb- 
ed men. but at nightfall the fire was 
still burning fiercely and efforts were 
abandoned and the men were given up 
for dead. The fire is thought to have 
originated from an overhead steamplpe, 
which ignited gas in the mine. A care- 
ful check is being made of the list of 
miners in the mine where the flre broke 
out, to ascertain, if 
possible, if the 
death list will exceed five. So far it Is 
not positively known that any others 
are miming. 


Mistake tii Orders. Flvo Killed. 
Chippewa Falls, Wis., Sept. 18.—A 
disastrous wreck occurred on the Wis- 
consin Central railroad six miles west 
of this city, resulting in the death of 
five people and the Injury of several 
others. Two freight trains, though a 
mistake of orders, met on a curve and 
came together with terrible force. The 
dead are Engineers Warren and Smith, 
Fireman 
Smiley, 
Brakeman 
Miller, 
George Schaefer, a stockman, of Fari- 
bault, 
Minn. Two brakemen 
were 
taken from the wreck seriously in- 
jured. The passengers in the cabooie 
were slightly injured. 


Loudoii Bankers Protest« 


London, 
Sept, 22.—All the leading 
bankers of London met privately to- 
day to discuss the recent utterances 
of the governor of the Bank of Eng- 
land as to silver. A resolution of pro- 
test was passed. The feeling 
grows 
that a strong political move la being 
made in favor of some concessions to 
silver. It would not be very surprising 
if some international monetary dlscu»- 
gion were arranged ere long. 


Frost Damage In Ohio. 


Cincinnati, Sept. 22.—Reporti from 
all parts of the Ohio valley indicate 
that the frost did much damage on 
Monday night, especially to tobacco 
and to late corn. The frost was general 
in southern Ohio and Indiana and 
northern 
Kentucky, 
The quarantine 
against fever was raised hero yester- 
day on account of the frost. 


Palace Destroyed by Dynamite. 


Madrid, Sept. 22.—According to tele- 
grams from 
Oronso, capital 
of the 
province of the same name, on the 
Blver Mlnho, the palace of the Mar- 
quis of Lois has been destroyed by 
a dynamite bomb. The outrage was 
perpetrated during the absence of the 
family, and no one was injured. 


A J u m p For ^'Honor.»» 


New York, Sept. 22.—William Ganz, 
a young man who works in a publish- 
kig house here, jumped from the Brook- 
lyn bridge into the East river yester- 
day. 
He was picked up alive. The 
Jump had to be carefully planned, and 
Ganz was well weighted with lead. He 
Bald he did it for ''honor." 


iJudKo 6rosham's Small Estate. 


Chicago, Sept. 21.—A final account of 
£he estate of the late Judge Walter Q. 
Gresham was filed yesterday in the 
probate court. It was approved and the 
estate closed. The executrix was the 
widow, Matilda Gresham, and she is 
also the sole benefluiury. The estate 
amounted to |lii,U02.

WEST INDIA HURRICANE 
ITEMS OF STATE NEWS. 


Tlslts Florida. With ResultlnR Loss 
of LIfb and Property. 


Jacksonville, Flo., Sept. 22.—Florida 
Uraa visited by a West India hurricane 
tresterday. 
The rain In Jacksonville 
has been almost continuous for the 
past 36 hours, but It was not until yes- 
terday that wind accompanied It. 


The maximum velocity here has been 
between 30 and 40 miles, accompanied 
by sharp gusts. 
In Tampa the rain- 
fall was more than six inches, while 
here it has been half 
that amount. 
Fears are entertained for the safety of 
the schooners R. W. Dasey. W. H. Skin- 
ner and J. H. Cannon, which left on 
Monday with cargoes of lumber. 


The center of the storm on the east 
coast appears to have passed 
over 
Tltusvllle and Cocoa, about 160 miles 
south of this city. At the former place 
15 inches of rain fell, and washouts are 
reported on the railroads. At the latter 
place several buildings wei'e demolish- 
ed and several fishermen probably lost 
their lives. 


At Ferdinandina great fears are en- 
tertained of serious damage to the 
entire water front. 


The schooner J. C. Woodhull has 
smashed Into her dock about 12 feet. 
The steamer Roe Hampton broke her 
cable and rammed another vessel ly- 
ing just ahead of her. The Minim part- 
ed her anchor chains and was blown 
high and dry upon shore and the pilot 
boat V. Francis Elizabeth parted her 
moorings and was blown upon Three 
Islands beach. 


A pile driver and a lighter loaded 
with piles, besides several wood boats, 
have been wrecked and sunk, some in 
the rivers and others blown Into the 
marsh. A captain and his wife from 
a wood boat, names unknown, were 
drowned in their boat. 
Many small 
boats were wrecked. 


Lehlsrh Valley iMeu ou Strllce. 


Scranton, Pa., Sept. 21.--Four hun- 
dred men and boys employed at the 
Heidelberg colliery No. 1, of the Lehigh 
Valley company, at Avoca. quit work 
yesterday. They have several griev- 
ances, but the principal one Is said to 
be excessive dockage. Superintendent 
Connors and Assistant Superintendent 
Owens refuse to concede the demands 
of the men. The strikers are mostly 
Poles and Hungarians, and at a meet- 
ing last night were addressed by ora- 
tors In their native tongues. They were 
reminded of the fate of their country- 
men at Lattimer and urged to stand 
firm for their rights, but keep within 
the law. The men at No. 2 colliery also 
refused to go to work today, making 
the total number of workmen out abont 
650.

DlscrlmlnatlnK Duty Illearal. 


Washington, Sept. 22,—Attorney Gen- 
eral McKenna yesterday announced his 
opinion in the matter of section 22 of 
the new tariff law, declaring that the 
Imposition of a discriminating duty is 
illegal. He holds In effect that goods 
coming directly Into the United States 
from foreign countries through Can- 
adian ports are not subject to the dis- 
criminating duty of 10 per cent, and 
also holds that foreign goods shipped 
from countries other than British pos- 
sessions in British vessels are not sub- 
ject to the discriminating duty. 


Peary Uaolc From Greenland. 


Sydney,' C. B„ Sept, 21,—The steam 
sealing bark Hope, with Lieutenant R. 
E, Peary and party on board, returned 
from North Greenland, arrived here at 
5 o'clock last evening. All on board aro 
well. The Hope came into port burning 
her last coal, and with her bulwarks 
and decks giving evidence of the fur- 
ious seas of an unusually stormy sum- 
mer. She is nearly as deep In the water 
as whf^n she left here in the latter part 
of July, with her bunkers full of coal; 
for the huge Cape York meteorite, the 
largest in the world. Is in her hold, and 
bedded in tons of ballast. 


Steamer Sunk, Ilnlf a Hundred Lost. 


Vienna, Sept. 22,—The steamer Ika, 
with a crew of ten and carrying 50 
Austrian passengers, was entering the 
port at Flume, on the River Flumura 
last evening, when she collided with 
the English steamer Tlria, which was 
leaving.

$500 In money and a quantity of post- 
age stamps as their booty. The safe 
door was blown entirely off and pieces 
of stamps and bills were 
scattered 
around the floor as a result of the ex- 
plosion. The entire front of the building 
was demolished.

The Uniteil Slates fisli commission 
has been exoeodingly active durinp: the 
jiftst season, and thf^ \vork "wliit'h lias 
l>oeii done is something: 
enormous. 
Tho commiRsion opevatos in tAvcniy- 
livG states, loratod prinofjially on the 
Pnoiiio and 
Atlantic coasts, -with a 
nnnibor of stations ou theGrertt Lakes 
and four in the interior, those last 
beinp; 
in 
the 
states of 
Colorado, 
Montana, Illinois and Texas, 
The 
output dnrinp: the past year has been 
800,000,000 cpfTs, which have 
been 
distributed in the rivers, lakes, and at 
places on the coast. 


Oyer 100,000.000 cod fry, hatched 
at Gloucester and Wood's Hall, have 
been planted at lisheries on tho Xe-w 
Enfrland coast, and 200,000 shad col- 
lected in the Potomac, Susquehanna, 
and Delaware rivers, were distributed 
alonp; tho Atlantic coast fi'oni ^fassa- 
chnsetts to Florida, 
One 
hundred 
million lobsters have been taken in 
Maine and Connocticut,and are beinp; 
lilierated by several vessels which are 
enfragcd in that Avork. 


Prom the liatcheries on tho Great 
Lakes 125,000.000 Avhitelish fry and 
150,000,000 lake trout fry have 
been 
]»lanted. 
The 
hatcheries 
at 
San 
Marcus, 
Texas; Quincy, 
III.; Lead- 
villc, Colo.; Neosho, Mo., and Man- 
chester, Iowa, have collected and dis- 
tributed 3,000,000 trout and 100,000 
bass. 


The extent 
of'the lisheries will be 
largely increased this year, and new 
stations are contemplated in Oregon, 
Washington and California. 
In 
the 
fall the work of planting salmon ou 
tlio Paciiic coast Avill be resumed. 
Last year an aggregate of '17,000,000 
salmon were i)lanted 
there. 
Tlio 
salmon industry on the Pacific coast 
has reached a vast extent, but it is not 
yet as extensive as on 
the Atlantic. 
Over 00 per 
cent, of the work of the 
commission is devoted to commercial 
fish such as salmon, cod, 
whitelish, 
lake troxit, shad, pollock, mackerel, ' 
sea bass, salmon trout and lobsters. 


The United States lish commission 
vessel Albatross, which has been en- 
gaged in patroling the Bering sea and 
the investigation of the seal rookeries 
for the past few years, will this year 
be returned to the commission to re- 
sume regular lish commission -wor!:. 
After being Cijuipped the vessel will 
be sent to southeastern Alaska to in- 
vestigate the conditions of tho salmon 
streams and to make a systematic sur- 
vey of them. 


It is feared that unless some action 
is taken 
to restrict the taking of 
salmon from these waters that the 
snpi)ly-Avill soon become exhausted,as 
vast quantities are being taken by the 
lishernien. 
One ol)ject which the ex- 
pedition has in view is to study these 
conditions and eventually make re- 
commendations to Congress as to the 
best way to bring these restrictive 
plans about. 


The extent of the seal industrj»- maj' 
be imagined from the fact that the pro- 
ceeds of the Alaska catch alone aggre- 
gate every three years the amount 
paid the Eussian government for the 
territory. 
I t is said that Alaska has 
paid for herself many times over from 
the proceeds of the seal 
fisheries.— 
Washington Silver Knight. 


TELEGRAPHY BY BIRDS. 


rigcons >'ow Do tho "Work of an Ocean 


Cnblr. 


Xature sometimes provides a means 
of^ doing simply Avhat science accom- 
plishes with great labor. 


In tho absence of a cable pigeons 
keep up a regular and rapid system of 
communication between California and 
some of the islands lying off tho coast. 


The island 
of 
Santa 
Catalina is 
thirty miles from San Pedro, the near- 
est city on the mainland,and iifty miles 
from Los Angeles, the chief city of tho 
region. 
There is no cable to the isl- 
and, but a great number of carrier 
pigeons is kept at Santa Catalina, at 
San Pedro, and at Los Angeles, by 
moans of which messages can be sent 
in either direction Avith great rapidity. 


A message can be sent from Santa 
Catalina to Los Angeles, lifty niilea 
over mountains, valleys, towns and a 
great expanse of ocean, in about one 
houi' and a (piarter. 
A steamer runs 
daily to the island, and by mail it 
would take two days to send a letter 
and receive an answer, 
Tho birds 
can do it in two hours and a half. 
They not only take private messages, 
but curry a daily budget of news from 
the island to a Los Angeles 
news- 
pa]"»er. 


The letter is written on very light 
tissue i>a]icr, and wired to an aluminm 
band, which is clasped about the bird's 
leg. 


Generally two or throe birds are 
sent as companions to cheer, encourage 
and guide the messenger. 
When the 
birds are released they sweep upward 
in large circles to a great height, as if 
to view the countrv. Even if there is a 
heavy fog they lind their way atraight 
to their destinatiim, and therein show 
themselves superior to a steamship. 


Occasionally a bu-d falls victim to a 
hawk or to a bogus sportsman's gun. 
In 
this case tho arrival of 
several 
birds without a message gives warning 
of an accident. 


When the bird reaches home he flies 
directly to a loft having a little closed 
door of wire hanging from the top. 
Tlie bird i)resses tho door, which 
opens and at tho same time rings an 
electric bell, 
Tho message is then re- 
moved and the pigeon proceeds to his 
pevch for a long and much needed 
rest. 


These ]ugeons are all racers, de- 
scended from a famous New Jersey 
stock.

stream is condenised and the camphoi 
solidified. The chips are steamed foi 
twenty-four hours and th<fli replaced 
by fresli chips, this process continnlnii 
for from ten to flftecji days.

Loaf-Cutdiig lioes. 


"Some 
Common Bees aud 
How 
They Live,'* by 
A. Hyatt Verrill, 
is an article that appears in St. Nicho- 
las, 
Mr. A'errill says: 


Perhaps some of our readers may 
have noticed ou their rosebushes a 
number of-leaves in Avhich neat round 
or oblong holes Avere cut. 
This is tho 
Avork of the leaf-cutting bee, a pretty lit- 
tle insect looking much like the common 
honey-bee, but with stout orange red 
legs and metallic-green 
^reflections 
about the head. 
Although the muti- 
lated leaves are all too common, the 
nest for Avhich they are sacrificed is 
seldom seen; for this little bee is a 
carpenter as Avell as a leaf-ciitter, and 
hides her home aAvay deep in tho heart 
of some old post or board. 
The hole 
is much like that of her busy relative, 
the carpenter bee, but smaller, 
and 
instead of forming a tunnel at right 
angles 
to tho entrance, 2^Gnetrates 
right into the Avood, 


When the hole is drilled to her satis- 
faction, our little friend stops carpen- 
ter work, and, flying to tho nearest 
rosebush, 
selects a tender, perfect 
leaf. 
From 
this she cuts 
oblong 
jneces, Avhich are carried to the nest 
and formed into a 
thimble-shaped 
tube at its bottom^ 
This tub is next 
filled Avith pollen and honey, on Avhich 
a tiny egg is placed. 
Another trij) is 
taken to the rosebush, and this'timo 
perfectly circular jjieces a trifle larger 
than tho diameter of the tubo are cut. 
These the little Avorker forces into the 
ipper end of the tube, 
forming a 
tightly fitting stoj)per. 
These o])era- 
tions are re])eated until tho hole is 
filled Avith tubes, ono above another. 
The loweiit egg hatches first, and each | 
young bee A\ aits for tho one beyond 
to go forth, in the same manner as tho 
young of tho carpenter bee.

Tho introduction of tlio eystcra of Pos- 
tal Savings' Banks, which wo aro prom* 
Ised, will deserve a grateful welcome. 
Such banks have been an institution in 
the British Isles for more than a quarter 
of a century, and have greatly contributed 
to tbc growth of habits and thrift and so- 
briety on the part of the working classes. 
What they have done in this way In Eng- 
land is simply amazing. 
One out of ev- 
ery seven persons in that country Is now 
a depositor in a postal savings' bank. 
There are now 0 oven thousand local 
banks in Great Britian, with a capital, 
according to last vear's returns, of near- 
ly four hundred million dollars. Previous 
to their establishment there was scarccIy 
a week that did not bring tidings of tho 
failure of some private bank, tho flight of 
tho treasurer, the ruin of thousands of 
poor people, and tho suicide, very often, 
of some of the victims, As far back as 
1878 it was recommended that similar 
banks be established here, but though 
wo arc a go-ahead people wo cannot just- 
ly boast of a break-neck progress in mat- 
tors which subserve the general interest 
as contradistinguished from those con- 
nected with private aggrandizement and 
CO nvcnience. 


It is predicted that paper is the com- 
ing material for matches. 
The prospect 
of tho wooden match industry being ap- 
preciably aifected by a new process for 
manufacturing matches of paper is held 
to bo extremely probable, particularly as 
the best wood for this purpose Is con- 
stantly growing scarcer and more costly. 
The now matches are considerably cheap- 
er than the wooden product and weigh 
much less, which counts for much in ex- 
portation. 
The sticks of tliej matches 
consist of paper rolled together on the 
bias. 
The paper is rather strong and 
porous, and, when immersed in a solu- 
tion of wax, stearine and similar sub- 
stances, sticks well together and burns 
with a bright, smokeless and odorless 
ilame. 


The remarkable shooting case of last 
month, wherein Russell Swords, of Mt. 
Hollv, in a fit of jealousy, blazed away 
at his sweetheart, Cora Leidleigh, was 
recalled by Swords' sentence at Carlisle, 
last week. The hymn-book which Miss 
Leidleigh held at her breast saved her 
life, as the bullet struck and penetrated 
part way through the book. The Court 
in sentencing Swords called attention to 
his manifest purpose to take life, and 
then sent him to tho penitentiary for 32 
months. 


LOCAL ITEMS. 


The Hanover Record: Tho disease from 
Which H . N . Qitt's valuable black horse 
''Charley N / ' died Tuesday seems to bo 
identical with that which is prevalent in 
various parts of Maryland, and from 
which a large number of horses have al- 
ready perished. 


The disease affecting the horses seems 
to be of a typo developing drowsiness 
and a loss of power in the muscular sys- 
tem, which continues for two or three 
days, the animals becoming truly Icthar 
lie until, at last, they drop down and die 
n a short, convulsive struggle. 
Some 
after twenty-four hours or less drop 
down and dio in convulsions. 


Emantiel Reifsnydor, constable of Lit- 
itz, Lancaster county, was the collector 
of borough taxes. 
On Wednesday ev- 
ening last he was notified by the Burgess 
that no was short in his accounts $183.09, 
and that he must pay tho amount at once. 
He pleaded for a few days* grace to raise 
the money and it was granted to him.

Before the patent log came into ex- 
istence the old-fashioned log Avas the 
only means 
of measuring a ship's 
rate of sailing. 
It has one advantage 
OA-er the former, inasmuch as a ves- 
sel's speed can be told by it at 
any 
given instant, Avhile the patent log 
is mainly useful for recording a con- 
siderable distance run. 
Tlie old-fash- 
ioned log consists of four pieces,name- 
ly, the log-chip, the reel, the line, and 
the sand-glass. 


The log-chip is a flat piece of thin 
board,loaded Avith lead on the circular 
side so that it Avill float upright on 
the Avater, and to Avhich the log-line 
is fastened in the same 
way that 
a 
boAv-kite is rigged to receive 
the 
string. 
Tho lino is 100 fathoms or 
more in length, and is divided 
into 
certain spaces called knots. 
The reel 
is niado to turn very freely, so that it 
will offer no resistance Avhen the 
log 
chip is throAvn overboard. 
The sand- 
glass contains just enough grains to 
pass from one bulb to the other in half 
a minute is of an hour. Therefore the 
knots are placed flfty-one feet apart. 
What is called heaA'ing tho log is thus 
performed; One man holds thereel, an- 
other tho half-minute glass; the oilicer 
throAvs the log-chip over the 
stern, 
and Avaits a moment, until 
enough 
line has run out to carry tho chip out 
of the eddy of the ship's Avake, then 
calls, "Turn." 
The man holding the 
glass reverses it, and Avuti-hesuntil the 
sand has run through, Avlien he cries,

FAMOUS RAID BY MISSOURI BANDITS 
INTO MINNESOTA RECALLED. 


Story ofHio MecUral Slmlpuíí Xoiv ii XoHli 
l>akota 13ootor. Ulio Killoil C'U^II Mtller 
H«d ^Voiiiulod TMOOT thü VoiinsTor»- His 
l)et(^m!nt'a rijrlit. 
Pt ^iliavly eiiongli, at Hie rcceni ses- 
sion of the state board of i>av<l<)us of 
Minnesota, "vvlien the a]>i»Hoation of 
the notorioiiH Younger brothers "svas 
up for oonHideration, the name of the 
man ^vho played the most active part 
in defeating the raid of the James boys 
and their companions on the town of 
Northlield M-as not mentioned aud no 
statement of his connection -with the 
aflair -was ])resented to the board» 
He 
did not desire jniblicity or notoriety in 
connection Mith the matter and Mas 
not called ui)ou for his version of the 
now famous raid -which resulted so 
disastrously for the Younger i?ang. 
But after the matter had been decided 
and the request for pardon refused, 
he gave his version of the robbery and 
accompanied it with view's of the occa- 
sion and of the men who took part 
in it. 


Dr. H. M. "Wheeler, 
D.. a prac- 
ticing physican of Clrand Forks, is the 
man to whom the most credit is due 
for rendering the attemi)t at robbery 
unsuccessful. 
He it -WAS "NVIK» killed 
the man Miller and who wounded both 
Bob and Jim Younger. 
His shooting 
was from the window of the Dampier 
hotel, just across the street from the 
bank and owned hy the father of Dr. 
DamjDier, now of Crookston, Minn. 


Dr, JDam])ier was then a meiUcal 
student with young Wheeler at Ann 
Arbor, Mich. 
Both of the youugmeu 
were at home on a vacation. Wheeler's 
father owned a drug store diagonally 
across the street from the bank where 
the attempt at robbery -was made, and 
the son, on the day of the raid, sat be- 
neath the awning reading. 


The raid 
took i)lace at about 2 
o'clock in the rifternocm, at which 
time the attention of the young man 
Avas directed toward the peculiar ac- 
tions of three horsemen Avho had rid- 
den up the street, dismounted near 
the bank and started to enter. 
Kot 
long after three other horsemen ap- 
proached, and 
as a hardware 
mer- 
chant of the town attempted to enter 
the bank one of theiu seized him and 
Avith loud oaths ordered him not to 
enter. 


It flashed across the mind of voung 
o 


Wheeler that an attempt Avas being 
made to rob the bank. 
He gave an 
alarm, at the same time stepping out 
from the sidewalk into the street. 
No 
sooner had he raised his A'oice than 
three revolvers Avere directed at him 
from the nien near the bank aud three 
shots Avhistled over his head. He was 
ordered to get inside and he started 
for the Dami^ier hotel, Avhere he had 
a gun—one of the old, single-shot 
rifles, carrying an ounce ball. Hastily 
entering the hotel Wheeler told Dam- 
pier of Avhat Avas taking jjlace Avithout 
and asked for the gun, Avhich 
Avas 
given him. 
He could find only three 
cartridges, but with these he ascended 
to a second story Avindow, opened it 
and sighted ahmg the barrel. 
The 
first shot struck Bob Younger and the 
sting of the ounce ball made him pon- 
der upon the uncertainity of bank- 
robbing. 
Clell Miller had by this 
time emerged from the bank aud had 
remounted his horse, Avhen a second 
shot from Wheeler's gun cut short his 
earthly career. The heavy Imll crashed 
through his body aud he fell from his 
horse, dying almost instantly. A third 
shot from the same Aveapon struck Jim 
Yoimger in the elboAV. 
By this time 
the' gang had taken to 
flight, 
two 
other robbers having been killed by 
other Aveapons. 


The robbers realized the destruc- 
tive nature of the fire that came from 
the hotel AvindoAv aud returned it in 
au eilbrt to dislodge the marksman 
who Avas dealing death to members of 
their gang. 
After the fusilado had 
ceased a ball from the revolver of one 
if the robbers* Avas found in the Avin- 
^oAv casing, 
Avhere 
Wheeler 
had 
fltood. 
But their aim Avas poor and 
none of their shots had taken eil'ect. 
Wheeler liad been first to spend 
fire 
upon the desperadoes and he killed 
one of the worst of them. 
But for his 
jjrorapt action the raid might have 
been successful.—Chicago Record,

county. 
Everything Avent Avell on the 
trip out, but returning they encoun- 
tered a heaA-y tliundorstonn

fall of rain, and in a foAv minutes the

was made almost 
impasi^vble. 
The soil is thick clay, of the order 
known in some localities as 
gnmbh, 
and Avhen a little Avater comes in con- 
tact Avith it a substance not unlike 
glue is the result. 
The Avhoels soon

ble, and it

¡\It» 
Tantalus, just outside of Honolulu, 
can be made to sing any song or run 
any score in the Avhole musical reper- 
toire. 
The natives attribute it all to 
the ghosts of departed Avarriors said to 
inhabit the fastnesses round about, 
but science has found the real expla- 
nation. 
Nevertheless, the native at- 
tribution is interesting, and Avell Avortli 
consideration befcn-e the more ]>rosaic 
explanation forces itself upon one. 


Six miles out of Honolulu the ju'e- 
cipitous clifls of Mt. Pali rist^ 2000 
feet above the sea. 
About200 feet up 
is a ledge Avhich gives a clear dro]) of 
more than 1000 feet. From this comes 
the name of Pali, or precipice. 
Here, 
in ancient Hawaiian history, the great 
lighting chief, Kamehameha I, penned 
in the vau(]uished forces of hh arch 
enemies, 
Kananipule 
aud 
Kahuna, 
forcing them from field to fiehl and 
crag to crftg in a terible mountain 
iight. 
Standing upon this fatal crag, 
the remnants of the defeated bands, 
finding 
that no quarter 
Avould be 
given, and seeing no means of e^^cape, 
leaped over the precii)ice. 
They were 
dashed to pieces on the rocks ami de- 
bris beloAv. 
Hundreds lay in that ter- 
rible leap of death. 


To the east of J^ali is the mountain 
called Tantalus. 
The top of it is 
voiced like a dreamland, and even the 
most staid nature 
v. ill thrill and be 


mA^stiíied hy its SAveetuess and melan- 
t 
» 


choly. 
It is at nighttime only Avhen 
the i)laintiA'e and strange sounds are 
heard Avhich fall U])on the 
startled 
senses like * 'lamentations in the wind,'' 
''strange screams of 
death." 
At 
times they are loud and boisterous, 
like midnight revels, and again they 
soften into a complete wail. 
These 
voices Avhich moan and scream and 
sob about in the night trinds are be- 
lieved by superstititms natives to be 
the spirits of the Avarriors Avhose man- 
gled bodies lav at the foot of Pali af-

ter that dreadful 
leap, 
and whose 
manes are still unai)peased. 


To destroy this jjretty illusion is al- 
most barbarous. 
Still, these sounds 
so reverently listened to by the Oahu 
natiA'es can be caused by nothing more 
than the ocean breakers beating on 
the Avindward shore, and the plais:iiy« 
cadence of the calmer surf below, al- 
ternating Avith the angry aud Avilder 
scolding of the storm above, echoing 
among 
the dales and crapfs of the 
lofty mountain. 
The feeling of the 
presence of human si)irits about you 
cannot be shaken ofl', and the Aveird 
song of terror as of human voices can- 
not be hushed or translated into their 
.sounds by even a strong mind. 
On a 
dark night a sensitive aud supersti- 
tious mind could not endure Avith 
comfort the hideous forebodings of 
the scene. 


NOAV, if tAvo persons Avhose A'oices 
chord should sing from one of the 
heights it Avill be found that the moun- 
tain Avill catch up the song and take 
it from clift'to clifl', carrying it oii^into 
the 
distani^e in one direction ^and 
bringing it back in another, until a 
l^erfect round is obtained. 
Then, if 
the tAvo suddenly ceasea their "feed- 
ing" song, the mountains Avill go on 
singing it for quite a long time. 
The 
same song is being repeated in all di- 
rections, the iirst part making a com- 
l)lete circle and being folloAved by the 
middle and the last iiart, which come 
around later. 
It might be a few sec- 
onds, it might be a few minutes, for 
the singer forgets to count the ticks 
as the chant of this Aveird air, cut' 
loose from human lungs^ reverberates 
alone through the broken chasm and 
riven rocks as of spirits caroling their 
Avay among the glades and crags of 
this singing inountiiiu.
